SIXTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction:  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School 
for  the  Blind  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Corporation 
and  to  the  public  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land their  report  for  the  school  year  ended  June  30,  1936. 

This  report  is  necessarily  of  a very  general  nature.  De- 
tails as  to  the  School’s  finances  are  found  in  the  Treasurer’s 
Statement,  and  the  Superintendent’s  Report  gives  particulars 
as  to  the  workings  of  the  School  in  its  several  departments. 

Supervision:  The  members  of  the  Board  take  a keen 
interest  in  the  School,  not  only  as  to  its  value  as  a centre  of 
education  for  the  visually  handicapped,  but  in  the  physical, 
moral,  and  spiritual  well-being  of  the  large  body  of  young 
people  for  which  it  is  responsible. 

Health:  During  the  year  under  report  the  general 
health  of  the  School  was  particularly  good.  While  the  factor 
of  good  fortune  enters  more  or  less  into  the  health  of  our 
School,  we  believe  a very  important  factor  is  the  watchful 
care  of  our  resident  nurse  and  her  assistant.  We  are  par- 
ticularly indebted  to  our  visiting  physicians,  Doctors  F.  V. 
Woodbury,  C.  W.  Holland,  and  W.  G.  Colwell,  for  their 
services  so  generously  given.

Tediat,elynafter  1,16  C'OSe  °f  the  Sch°o1  term  the  w°oden 
floors  of  nine  bathrooms  and  toilets  were  replaced  by  sanitary- 

tile  flooring,  the  plumbing  of  these  rooms  renovated,  and 
new  fixtures  supplied  where  required.  In  addition,  a com- 
peted new  bathroom  was  built  in  and  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  the  staff  of  the  Junior  Department. 


Contrary  to  general  opinion,  this  School,  instead  of 
requiring  little  artificial  light,  must  be  specially  well  lighted. 
, large  number  of  our  pupils,  known  as  “sight  saving  pupils,” 
ave  some  useful  vision,  and  this  vision  must  be  safe-guarded 
by  every  possible  means.  Recently,  therefore,  the  lighting 
in  our  class-rooms  has  been  greatly  improved  by  increasing 
the  wattage  of  the  lamps,  lowering  them  to  a better  position 
and  enclosing  them  in  fixtures  of  an  improved  type. 

Staff.  The  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to  Mr. 
Chesley-  Allen,  Mrs.  Allen,  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
the  able  and  painstaking  manner  in  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties  during  the  year.  It  is  with  extreme  regret 
that  we  have  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Hollis  Lindsay, 
Principal  of  our  Music  Department.  Mr.  Lindsay  was  the 
head  of  this  Department  for  sixteen  years,  and  his  loss  is 
very  much  regretted  by  everyone  connected  with  the  School.

Maine,  and  resigned  from  that  position  to  come  to  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  in  1920.  During  his  period  of  service 
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here,  Mr.  Lindsay  brought  honour  to  himself  and  the  School. 
His  personal  enterprise,  ability,  and  ambition  acted  as  an 
object-lesson  and  an  inspiration  to  our  pupd  body. 

Your  Superintendent  is  more  and  more  convinced  of  the 
importance  of  our  manual  training  departments,  using  the 
term  in  its  broader  sense,  and  including  piano  tuning  for  the 
boys  and  household  science  for  the  gins.  It  is  in  classes  for 
manual  instruction,  whether  woodwork,  caning,  cobbling, 
sewing,  knitting,  reed-work,  or  cooking,  that  many  boys  and 
girls,  discouraged  and  confused,  make  theii  first  steps  of 
progress  into  a new  realm  of  self-confidence. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year,  September  1936, 
Mr.  Enzor  Thomas  of  Bayfield,  N.  B.,  was  appointed  as 
assistant  instructor  in  our  Boys  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Thomas  is  a graduate  of  our  own  School,  (1933). 
He  has  definite  manual  ability,  and  a way  with  boys  that 
should  be  of  distinct  value  to  the  School. 

The  Superintendent  wishes  to  acknowledge  his  deep 
appreciation  of  the  faithful  services  of  volunteer  workers  in 
the  various  churches  in  the  city,  and  of  the  Mother  Superior 
and  her  co-workers  in  the  Convent  of  the  Sacred  Heart  for 
the  religious  training  of  our  pupils. 

Another  outstanding  service  to  our  work  was  that  render- 
ed by  a large  group  of  members  of  The  Junior  League  of 
Halifax.  One  section  gave  many  hours  a week  reading  pre- 
scribed books  to  our  university  students  and  another  group, 
who  had  made  themselves  sufficiently  proficient  in  the  writing 
of  Braille,  prepared  a number  of  juvenile  stories  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  our  junior  pupils.

,(D;.  .49  W<Tre  found  ineligible  on  account  of  having  too 
vision.  n this  large  group  we  were  certain  that  the 
ervices  of  a good  specialist  would  clear  up  the  difficulty  in 
many  cases,  and  urged  that  parents  have  these  services  render- 
ed. In  ten  cases  where  it  was  quite  obvious  that  the  family 
nances  would  not  permit  expert  treatment,  arrangements 
were  made  through  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  to  have  this  done  without  cost  to  parents.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  homes  of  many  of  our 
present  pupils  were  visited.  I am  sure  that  these  visits 
make  for  better  understanding  and  fuller  cooperation  between 
ch  ool  and  homes. 
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I wish  to  acknowledge  the  continued  hearty  cooperation 
of  all  members  of  the  staff,  and  a growing  spirit  of  friendliness 
and  good-will  on  the  part  of  our  pupils,  particularly  shown 
in  the  desire  to  help  pupils  who  are  newly  entered.

General  Information

the  above  mentioned  territory,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  insufficient  sight  to  make  proper 
use  o the  public  schools,  who  has  sufficient  mentality  to  benefit 
by  literary  or  industrial  training,  and  who  is  of  good  moral 

mart:  ,st;hgTas  a pr  speciai  -t0 

made  for  the  admission  of  worthy  and  otherwise  desirable 
applicants  over  the  age  of  twenty-one. 

While  it  is  desirable  that  pupils  should  begin  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September  or  January,  pupils  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time. 


Expense:  To  pupils  having  a legal  settlement  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces  or  Newfoundland  the  School  is  absolutely 
free  as  to  board  lodging  laundry  and  training.  Pupils  are 
expected  to  pay  their  own  travelling  expenses  and  supply  their 
own  clothing  and  smaller  personal  needs. 

Housing:  Our  pupils  and  staff  are  housed  in  comfortable 
buildings,  hot  water  heated  and  electric  lighted.  Every  pre- 
caution is  taken  against  fire  menace,  and  a regularly  employed 
watchman  patrols  all  parts  of  the  buildings  every  hour  of  the 
night. 


Health:  The  health  of  the  pupils  is  under  the  care  of  a 
permanent  resident  nurse  and  four  regular  visiting  physicians. 
In  addition  the  School  has  the  services  of  an  expert  oculist,  and 
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every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  safeguard  but  to  improve  as 
far  as  possible  the  amount  of  vision  possessed  by  some  of  our 
pupils. 

Religious  Advantages:  The  School  is  positively  non- 
sectarian. Pupils  are  required  to  attend  in  supervised  groups 
the  services  of  city  churches  representing  the  denomination 
stated  on  the  original  application  forms,  and  no  deviation  is 
allowed  from  this  policy  except  on  written  request  of  parents 
or  guardians.  Religious  instruction  in  Sunday  School  classes 
is  carried  on  in  the  school  by  volunteer  workers  who  come  in 
from  the  pupils'  own  churches,  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
facilitate  the  performance  of  the  religious  duties  of  all  pupils 
in  their  chosen  creed. 

Educational  Training:  The  educational  system  of  the 
School  falls  into  three  departments  Literary,  Music  and 
Manual  Training. 

Literary:  In  the  Literary  Department  the  entire  regular 
school  course  is  covered  from  kindergarten  to  the  end  of  the 
third  year  of  high  school  work.  In  addition  pupils  are  given 
a course  in  practical  typewriting.  While  the  great  majority 
of  our  pupils  are  taught  to  read  and  write  Braille  (the  raised 
point  system  used  by  the  blind)  a smaller  number,  whose 
degree  of  sight  warrants  it,  are  permitted  a limited  use  of  ink 
print  and  pencil  work.  Four  diplomas  are  granted  from  this 
department:  Common  School,  High  School  First  Year,  High 
School  Second  Year,  High  School  Third  Year. 

Musical:  In  the  Musical  Department  pupils  receive 
thorough  training  in  piano  music,  a limited  number  receive 
individual  vocal  instruction,  and  selected  pupils  instruction 
in  playing  the  pipe  organ.  Diplomas  or  certificates  are  given 
in  accordance  with  the  work  covered.  Regular  and  efficient 
classes  in  chorus  singing  are  conducted  for  both  older  and 
younger  pupils.

Management:  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  under  the 
irection  of  a board  of  twelve  members,  which  holds  regular 
monthly  meetings  and  the  members  of  which  take  a keen  per- 
sonalmterest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  pupils. 

1 he  Provincial  Secretary  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Premiers  of 
New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland 
are  ex-officio  Managers.  The  School’s  finances  are  kept  by 
modern  business-like  methods,  are  audited  annually  by  a 
chartered  accountant,  and  the  financial  statement  published 
in  t le  regular  annual  reports.

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An  Act  Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

Chapter  62,  Revised  Statutes  of  Nova  Scotia,  1923. 

1.  (1)— The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under 
the  provision  of  “The  Poor  Relief  Act,”  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for 
the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor  shall  at  once 
grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality 
city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  be- 
tween the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in 
such  municipality,  city  or  town. 

(2)  Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  there- 
in to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  and  sub- 
ject to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be  educated 
and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. 

(3)  Where  such  blind  person  has  no  such  settlement 
within  the  province,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  person 
residing  for  at  least  one  year  in  any  city,  town  or  municipality 
within  the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such  munici- 
pality or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an  order  for 
the  admission  of  such  person  into  such  school,  which  order 
the  warden  or  mayor  shall  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  such  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satis- 
fied that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  no  legal  settlement  within  the  province.  R.  S.,  c.  54, 
1.;  1914,  c.  23,  s.  3. 

2.  (1)-  Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition 
to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age;  those  entering 
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between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  years  shall  be  entitled  to 
remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  thirteen 
and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years;  those  enter- 
ing between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2) - — The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend  the  time  of 
attendance  of  any  pupil. 

(3) —  In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  misconduct 
or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any  pupil,  the  prescribed 
term  may  be  shortened  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  School.—  R.  S.  c.  54,  s.  2. 

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of  any 
municipality  or  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of  an  incor- 
porated town  which  contributes  to  the  Municipal  School  Fund, 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Provincial 
Treasury  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
half-yearly,  and  also  to  receive  annually  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  payable  yearly,  from  the  Municipal  School  Fund 
of  such  municipality.  1920,  c.  20;  1925,  c.  39. 

4.  — For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  mayor  of  a city 
or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  board  of  managers  of  the  school 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  shall  be  rated  upon  the 
inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  in  case  such  city  or  town  does 
not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  Municipal  School  Fund, 
and  in  such  case  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Board  of 
Managers  for  each  such  blind  person  sent  to  the  school,  and 
there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  the 
Provincial  Treasury,  for  each  such  blind  person  for  which  such 
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city  or  town  contributes  such  allowances  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  next  preceding 
section. — 1920,  c.  20. 

5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  shall 
furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  full 
returns  of  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  the  pupils  in  respect 
to  whom  such  payments  are  claimed. — R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  5. 

6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasures  of  the  respect- 
ive municipalities.—  R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  6. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being  satisfied 
that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  province  and  has 
no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his  education  at  the  School  or 
his  training  in  any  trade  shops  carried  on,  or  to  be  hereafter 
carried  on  in  this  province  by  the  Maritime  Association  for  the 
Blind,  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind 
person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Such  action  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  to 
be  received  into  the  School,  or  such  trade  shop,  on  the  same 
terms  as  he  would  be  received  into  the  School  if  he  were  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.-  1919,  c.  42. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  on  whose  behalf  application 
for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no  settle- 
ment within  this  province,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied 
that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  Province,  may  pay,  or 
agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  the  same 
sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the  case  of  a per- 
son admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Chapter. — 
R.  S.,  c.  54,  s.  8.

(b)  The  aiding  by  ways  of  grants,  concessions  or  other- 
wise of  any  organizations  or  associations,  within  the  confines  of 
any  city,  town  or  municipality,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  em- 
ploying those  who  are  totally  or  partially  blind.-- -1916,  c.  4.  s.  1.

Chapter  57. 

Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

1.  In  this  Chapter,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  “Institution  means  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  of  by 
the  Governor  in  Council. 

(b)  “Board”  means  the  board  of  managers  or  the  manager 
of  the  institution. 

2.  A parent  or  guardian  of  a blind  person  between  the

institution,  and  the  said  warden  or  myor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  a legal  settlement  in  the  municipality,  city  or  town 
shall  at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission  as  aforesaid,  under 
his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or 
town  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his 
approval  to  be  endorsed  thereon.  C.  S.,  c.  51,  S.  1,  a.m. 

3.  Such  order  when  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secretary 
shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be  received  into 
the  institution  and  subject  to  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed, 
to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  terms. 
Pupils  entering  the  institution  between  the  ages  of  spc  and  ten 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition  to  the 
time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under 
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thirteen  years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of 
thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years; 
and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years 
to  remain  three  years.

4.  On  the  application  of  a blind  person  who  is  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  the  Governor  in  Council  upon  being 
satisfied  that  such  person  has  a settlement  within  the  Provi- 
ince  and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses  of  his  education, 
may,  by  order  in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  such  per- 
son. The  order  in  council  shall  name  the  municipality  in  which 
such  person  has  a settlement  and  to  which  he  shall  be  chargeable 
and  shall  entitle  such  person  to  be  received  at  the  institution 
on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned  in  section  2 and  3, 
1917,  c.  27,  am. 

5.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  re- 
ceived at  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  section  4 shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  entitled 
to  remain  for  three  years.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  3 am. 

6.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  of 
any  pupil  who  has  entered  the  instituion  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  or  of  any  former  Act.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  4 am. 

7.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  institution 
and  educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  payment  at  the  rate 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly  and 
a like  amount  from  the  county  school  fund  of  the  municipality 
in  which  such  blind  person  has  a settlement.  This  section 
shall  apply  to  any  blind  person  now  in  attendance  at  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind.  1921,  c.  26,  s.  1 am. 
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8.  The  Board  shall  furnish  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent 
of  Education  of  the  Province  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages, 
residence,  attendance  and  any  other  matters  which  may  be 
required  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  respecting 
the  pupils  in  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  this  C hap- 
ter.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  7 am. 

9.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county 
school  fund  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include 
the  amounts  due  the  Board  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the 
treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities.  C.  S.  c.  51,  s.  8 am. 

10.  When  a city  or  town  in  which  any  such  blind  person 

has  a legal  settlement  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the 
county  school  fund,  said  city  or  town  shall  pay  to  the  Board 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  toward  the  support 
of  such  blind  person  and  such  sum  shall  form  part  of  the  assess- 
ment of  such  city  or  town.  Said  blind  person  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  said  institution  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  2 
and  the  mayor  of  such  city  of  town  shall  have  the  same  powers 
as  are  by  section  2 conferred  upon  the  warden  of  a municipality 
The  Provincial  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Board  for  each  such 
blind  person  for  which  a city  or  town  contributes  as  aforesaid 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  year  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  in  section  7.
